fewer Men Teachers. 

TTENTION has been called to the fact that the re 

port of the United States Commissioner of Educa- 

tion regarding conimon schools shows that there has 

been a marked diminution tn the proportion of male 
teachers in those institutions. It {8 asserted that 
while the masculine instructors formed more than 
forty-two per cent of the whole in 1880! they now 
bumber only about twenty-six per cent. Roughly speaking, 
there are three female teachers for every male teacher in 
the common schools throughout the country, 

It is not especially difficult to understand the probable 
causes for this change. One of them is undoubtedly the 
rapid Industrial growth of the nation, waking It far more 
profitable for young men of Intelligence and ambition to 
seek flelds of employment in which compensation was not 
only greater, but where there was a prospect that It would 
increase as the worker proved hia worth and acquired 
mere skill. 

A qiiestion less eastly answered !< whether it is better 
for children of both sexes to be taught, aga rule, by wom- 
en. Some of the British investigators who have visited this 
country within the past yearn bave expressed the opinion 
that there was some danger that American boys might 
become “feminized” by instruciton of this sort. Home ob- 
servers of the average male youngster are uot likely to 
think that such a process has gone very far as yet what- 
ever more or less direful possibilities the furure may have 
tn store. 

In any event. there are no signs that the tendency of 
women to fill # growing proportion of teachers’ positions 
bas any present probability of reversal. Women are enter- 
tng the galuful ocenpations in greater relative nunibers 
each year, So far as teaching in the common schools is 
concerned, it looks as If they tulght eventually have pretty | 
nenrly the whole feild to theuiselves.—Ihiladelpbia Bul- | 
letia, 





Why Russia Occupied Manchuria. 

RITISH opinion on the whole seems to take the 

view that the Russian orcupation of Manchuria, and 

ef Port Arthur fo particular, was an act of wanton 

aggression, primelipally the work of prancing pro- 
cousils and ambitious generals. whose proceedings 
have been reluctantiy endorsed by a government too 
far removed from them tw arrest the execution of 
their projects, aud that now the same government would 
be only too glad to be quit of the whole entanglement 
This, we belleve to be a common notion In France, but it 
Is deduced from inaccurate premises. The expansion of 
Russia {un the direction of Ching has not been the handi- 
Work of adventurous spirits, whose proceedings could have 
heen easily disavowed ff unsuccessful, It Is, on the con- 
trary, a deliberate aud well-thought-out scheme of compen- 
sation for vcbecks In Europe. It ts recognized by Ruasian 
Statesmen, if net openiy alowed, that projects of develop- 
ment ln the Near East are vot Hkely to prove remunera- 
tive for some time to come, if ever, and that China offers 
a far wore favorable field for their energy. If this be the 
case, it is easy to account for the immense efforts made 
and expense tucurred in clvilizing Mauchuria, in building 
towns and railways. whieh the last few years bave seen. 
The British people had Indeed spent a great deal less in 
money and labor in rhe development of South Africa before 
the Boer war than Russta bad spent in Manchuria before 
the outbreak of war with Japan. Why should Russtla, then, 
be any the niwre ready to retire from Mancburia, even if 
Kuropatkin be more decisively defeated than he has been 
at present, than the British were to give up the struggle 
after Colenso?—The Saturday Review.

Some Figures that, After All, Are Not | 


Discouraging. 

A statistician bas gone to the trouble 
to ascertain that 55 per cent of all the 
divorced women, 32 per cent of the 
widowed and 31 per cent of the single 
women are engaged in gainful pur- 
suits. Only about 6 per cent of the 
married women are similarly situated.

Whether one fasts or not depends 
upou the person. If we were asked 
the question, “Will fasting do we 
good?” it would place us in the same 
predicament as if some one should 
ask us the question, “Shall I cease 
earning money for a time and draw 
checks to pay my expenses?” ‘That all 
depends on whether you have money 
in the bank. A man witb a large sur- 
plua in the bank might very profitably 
stop earning money for a little season 
and depend on his bank account for his 
support, but if he bad no money iu the 
bank this would be a ruinous experi- 
ment 

Exactly so with the fasting. If a 
man bas plenty of reserve vitality, a 
fast might be a good thing for him. 
But all those people who Live active, 
mental or physical lives and have a 
very narrow margin of reserve vital- 
ity had better not fast. Their problem 
is not to interrupt the nutritive proc- 
esses, but rather to enlarge them if 
| possible. There aro lots of people 

who ought to eat more instead of eat- 

ing less. Those people who make a 

fad of fasting are Just as apt to do 
barm as those other people who prac: 
tice and preach gluttony. 
| There are no bard and fast rules 
to apply to this subject. Each individ- 
ual case requires special attention 

Every person wuet decide largely for 
| himself. 

If the blood Is thick and the body 
| inclined to overfieshiness, appetite ca- 
| pricious and there ts a desire for con- 
diments and stimulants witb the food, 
}then doubtless, a good fast wiil be 
beneficial, Throw the body upon its 
jown resources. Let the digestive or- 
| gans bave a rest. Allow nature to burn 
|up some of the effete and surplus ma- 
| terial already lodged in the body. A 
| fast for such 4 person would be better 
| than medicine. 

But a person who has a keen ap- 
petite, properly curbed, who eats ouly 
& moderate amount of food, well se- 
lected, who is carrying no more flesh 
than he ought to have, ts not troubled 
with dyspepsia or !rregular appetite, 
such a person will only unbalance his 
bodily powers and derange his physical 
forces by attempting to fast. 

The best way to fast, after all, is 
to fast a little with each meal. Stop 
eating before the appetite Is satisfied. 
If you are not hungry at meal time 
emit one meal. You will doubtless be 
hungry by the next meal, then eat 
j only about one-half as much as you 


} want.
